Defense Ends Case 
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In i rial or Partrn 


BUTTE, Mont. (AP) — The 
defense rested its case and 
the prosecution disposed of re- 
buttal in a time-saving proce- 
dure yesterday during the gov- 
ernment’s conspiracy trial of 
46-y e a r -o 1 d Edward Grady 
Partin, a Teamsters Union of- 
ficial in Baton Rouge. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
W. D. Murray ordered the 
jury to convene again Tues- 
day, when five lawyers invol- 
ved in the case will present 
arguments and the jury will 
receive court’s instructions. 

Partin has been charged 
with four counts of criminal 
conspiracy in violation of the 
Sherman Antitrust Act. 

During morning testimony, 
final defense witnesses again 
attempted to discredit prose- 
cution testimony and two affi- 
davits signed in 1969 by gov- 
ernment witnesses were pre- 
sented as evidence. 

THE AFFIDAVITS were 
signed by ex-Teamsters 
strongarm Wade McClanahan 
and Barnes D. Samuels, a 
Teamsters member. 

In his affidavit, McClana- 
han, one of the government’s 
key witnesses, said a Baton 
Rouge concrete businessman 
had tried to bribe him into 
testifying against Partin in an 
antitrust suit. The business- 
man, Wallace Heck, had filed 
the suit against Partin and 
others. The suit is being held 
up pending the outcome of the 
present trial. 

The other testimonial, 
signed by Samuels, mentions 
Thomas McFerrin, an em- 
ploye and agent of the Louis- 
nana Labor Management 


Commission of Inquiry.- 

Samuels states in- the docu- 
ment that McFerrin : was the 
go between in dealings be- 
tween the commission and 
Teamsters men whom the 
commission wanted, to. testify 
in Heck’s suit against- Partin. 

Samuels swore that- McFer- 
rin told him he would go to 
jail if he did not do what the 
commission wanted and, at 
one point, said McFerpn had 
tried to get the 6-4, 24Q .pound 
McClanahan kidnaped tp Loui- 
siana from Texas, where he 
fled after some trouble in Ba- 
ton Rouge. 

In the first two weeks of the 
three-week-old trial prosecu- 
tion -attorneys called '40 wit- 
nesses in an attempt to prove 
Partin had conspired'; from 
.1966-69 with convicted cbnspir- 
ator Ted F. Dunham Jr. in 
an attempt to gain -control of 
the concrete business in -Baton 
Rouge. - 

Partin’s defense: called 27 
witnesses to the standiin 2% 
days before resting— other wit- 
nesses, as well as Partin him- 
self, had been expected to 
testify, however. - . .
